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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The invention relates to a process of reducing core set and/or 
post process curl in an imagining element in which the support layer 
comprises a biaxially stretched, semi-crystalline film base of a PET 
based polyester material comprising one or more polyester resins, in 
which material the total level of repeat units derived CHDM 65-100 
mole percent, based on total glycol component in the material, the 
process comprising annealing the support at a temperature between 
60°C and Tg +15°C for a time less than 6 minutes wherein Tg is the 
glass transition temperature of the unprocessed amorphous polyester 
material.
